More Than KnowMt* U BtqnUlt* for 
Doing a Thing W«U 

It is the easiest Uiingin the world 
lo sec how a thing ought to be done; 
it is often the hank-st thing in the 
world (o do this very jdain and simple 
thing. A very few minutes' observa- 
tion will make the game of golf as 
simple as kite-flying, but how many 
games must bo |i!uycd before that 
knowledge pots out of the brain into 
the hands! JI;iny iieojilesnpjKi.sc that 
as soon ns a miiii undcr^tiiiul.s how a 
piece of work (jiiglit, to hedoiii! he can 
do it; not knowing that (lie n-al dilTer- 
ences between incn are not diiTcrcnces 
of hrnin, but dilTerencrs of instinct 
and pkill. .\ little .study in.nkes it en- 
tirely iio,?,«ilile to unilprstnnd how the 
grcnl I'ictiiro wa.^ |>ainlcd; i)ut what a 
training lies lietween that initial 
knowledge and the ability to paint the 
picture! We are slow to learn the 
truth that the education of the intcl- 
Icrt by itself, jio matter linw thoronLrh 
nd eoiiipletc, is ijiily i-iidinicntiii v ; 
education must go tliroii;;h a niiin's 
instinct into his personality before it 
can be said to be finished or to count 
for anything productively. "It is the 
unintelligent J[e. stupid nsnn idiot." 
s>ny8 Dr. IIoIiiic>, "that ha.s to try a 
thing a lliousand times before lie c;in 
tlo it, and llicn never know? l-.ow he 
docs it, that at la.^t does it well. We 
have to educate ourselves through the 
pretentious claims of intellect, into 
tiie humble accuracy of intiliiict. nnd 
we end at hi>( by actjuirin}: tlie (k'.\- 
terity, the ]irrlri i ion, tlic ei rt.niniv, 
■hich those masters of arts, the bee 
nnd the spider, inherit from nature." 
There is a depth of insight and philos- 
ophy in these words that one rarely 
finds in formal discussions of educa- 
tional questions; a wisdom that both 
teachers and pupils are slow to learn. 

Between knowing and doing there 
is a gulf which can be crossed only by 
the most searching and exacting ed ii- 
cation; and yet it is constantly as- 
sumed, in the face of the universal 
experience of all men who have tried 
to attain moral or artistic mastery, 
that the chief end of education is at- 
tained when knowledge is communi- 
cated. The medical student learns 
in the first day of his actual dealing 
with disease that he has only passed 
through the primary stages of educa- 
tion; the law student discovers with 
his first case tint he is not only at 
the beginning of his professional 
career, but of his training as well; the 
young minister, facing the earliest 
problems of his parish work, wonders 
what he did with his time in the sem- 
inary; and the art student, beginning 
to do creative work, marvels to find 
himself so clumsy and inefl'ective. It 
was easy enough to educate the in- 
tellect, but the training of the eye, 
the hand, the ear, the judgment, is 
another matter. Knowledge must 
strike down into the region of instinct 
before we can call ourselves in any 
real sense educated, and our compre- 
hension of methods must l)ecome al- 
most unconscious skill before we can 
do anything fresh, original, and fruit^ 
fill. The intelleot is a door through 
which a great many people never pass, 
because they suppose tliere is nothing 
beyond it; as a matter of fact, all the 
beauty and greatness of life lie be. 
yond it. And every man who has 
kno\»Ta the tragic ditTerence between 
knowing the right thing to do and do- 
ing it has learned past all gainsaying 
that moral education begins with the 
mind but ends with the will. — N. Y. 
Outlook.

LAW AND SUICIDE. 

Self-Oeatniction on the Increase io France 
and Enslaad. 

' Suicide is quite alarmingly on the 

increase in France, and presenta as 
serious a problem to thoughtful states- 
men ill that coiin^j" as the dwindling 
birth-rate. In vain to such the 
church refuses its prayers, the army 
funeral with military honors. The 
same tendency is observable in Eng- 
land. What attitude ought the law 
of England to take up in the preseiiee 
of this growing evil? It will be ^aul 
that the laV of lingland has long 
ago taken up its attitude ou the sub- 
ject of suicide, stigmatizing it as fel- 
ony, and therefore visited with the 
( onsei|iicnc,-e8 of felony. This is hard 
inoasuro, and juries inclining to char- 
ity have of lateyeai > iiiiiformly postu- 
lated insanity as the explanation, and 
returned a verdiel of unsound mind 
as a presumption rather than an in 
fetence. Whether this presumption 
is well founded may be doubted. 
I'A'cn philosophers have not alwavs 
been agi eed as to the el hies of sui- 
cide. ' J-liiglislimon have the feeling 
strong in them that suicide is the 
refuge of the coward. In old days 
and in amall communities the loss of 
an able-bodied tribesman was a source 
of weakness and danger. To our 
Angle-Sa.xon race, wiih it? overflow 
ing jiopulation, this consideration is 
insignificant, The seriousness of the 
suicide problem consists in the fact 
that the prevalence of suicide is 
symptomatic of a diseased condition 
of the body politic. It is to this that 
law and legislation must address it 
self, not to any fresh penalties to 
promoting healthier conditions of 
life and inculcating a higher standard 
of oitiEenahip. — £oDdon Law Jour-
